man yesterday morning in San Fran- 
cisco, and in effect declares the anti-

islature in Sacramento to be in conflict 
with the United States treaty with China 
and the Constitution of the United 
States. In rendering his decision the 
Jndge quoted an unusual number of 
authorities. He said that if th* right of 
the Legislature to restrict corporations 
in the manner intended by the law in 
question should be admitted, there 
would be no limit to the harm which 
might be accomplished. The Chinese 
are here, and are guaranteed all the 
benefits of trade or travel, by solemn 
treaty, which are enjoyed by any other 
foreigners. 
If the 
Legislature has 


power to declare that corporations shall 
not employ Chinese, it possesses the 
same right to declare that Germans, or 
Irish, or Americans, shall not be so em- 
ployed; further, they could exercise the 
right to declare that employes of corpo- 
rations shall bo of n certain creed.
